Hurricane Predicted. 


"Washington, Sept. 1C.—The hurricane 


which created such destruction in the 
West Indies on Sunday night was de- 
tected at its inception Saturday by th 
new West Indian hurricane service of 
the weather bureau of the department o 
jaijriculturc.

appreciable difference between the new 
and those of last sOiuou. only the moat 
of the new<onea are double breasted and 
have six and eight large bone buttons. 
Where these jackets are made to match 
a aklrt in tailor oostmne the $eams are 
arranged to that those in jacket and 
Bklrt came exactly opposite each other. 
Tbe darts and side and back teams 
would appear like one seam were it not 
for the dividing line.

three negatives producing a Colored plo- 
turc. A latter ftrjd simpler method is in- 
vented by Dr .foly, by which the picture 
is made through a sovocn ruled with linos 
of orange, ycflowlsh greon and blue, so 
oloia together that the separate linos can- 
not bo eeen 
A transparency is printed 


from this negative and covered with a 
glass ruled with red, green and violet 
lines, and when the lines of two are prop- 
erly placed tho separate colors reeombiiw, 
aud the transparency shows the colors of 
the original 


Photographs made by "triple helio- 


chromy," when viewed through tho krom- 
bcop, or chroinoscope, an instrument some- 
thing like a stereoscope, appear not only 
in their natural colors, hut in tho true re- 
lict ot nan.rc—ihat ia, as if solid and real.
